So Heavy One Road Refuses

CHICAGO, May 2.—[(Exclusive Dis- 
patch] One of the two largest loco- 
motives ever built ie now standing in 
the train shed of the La Salle station, 
where it is being Inspected by thous- 
ands of people. The locomotive is one 
of two which the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works has constructed for the South- 
ern Pacific, and which will be used by 
that company in hauling freight over 
the mountains between Sacramento 
and Reno. 

So heavy is the locomotive that one 
railroad company, which has the rep- 
utation of having one of the best rail- 
roads westward out of Chicago, re- 
fused to haul it to Omaha, thereby for- 
felting $3000 worth of freight. The 
Burlington finally decided that its 
roads and bridges were sufficiently 
strong to support its weight, and it 
will go westward over that line.

We have two events of great significance be- 
fore us this summer. In July we shall have the 
largest gathering of © from abroad ever 
knewn in Los Angeles.

DMIRAL EVANS AND HIS CRITICS. 
Several little hebdomadary and hebetate jour- 
nals, scattered up and down the Coast, have opened 
their secondary batteries upon Admiral Evans in 
response to some of his remafks about Richmond 
P. Hobson of Merrimac and eke of kissing fame. 
It appears that in one of his addresses Admiral 
Evans said that Hobson was selected for the work 
of bottling up Cervera’s Spanish fleet at Santiago 
by sinking the Merrimac in the neck of the harbor 
because he “could best be spared.” Evans's critics 
take great umbrage at this remark; they affect to 
see something invidious in it; they declare that it 


enough in the firet instance; but for the benefit of 
these who would turn an explicit statement into a 
double entendre, the Admiral has explained—what? 
That he meant exactly what he said. He stands by 
his guns. He said that Hobson could best be spared 
and why? He could best be spared because he 
was a constructor and not an officer of the line, 
not a fighting man. His services as a constructor 
were not needed at that particular juncture and he 
could better be spared for the detail than one of 
the fighting officers of the fleet. 

Now, this is no reflection on Hobson; it cannot 
be construed as a slur except by those on 
bent. “Evil to him who evil thinks.” Conversing 
with the editor of The Times a day or two ago, Ad- 
miral Evans spoke cordially of Hobson and declared 
that his remark, which has caused this teapot tem- 
pest, had no ulterior meaning and contained no 
barb; he reiterated the fact that Hobson was the

ER URCES OF THE EARTH. 
A recently published account of the penetra- 
tion of Tibet by the Swedish explorer, Sven Hedin,

develop it. We have been prone to look for more 
than a century past upon man’s task on the globe 
as practically completed, and upon civilization as 
having reached pretty nearly the top round of the 
ladder that the race has been climbing for about 
two hundred centuries. 

Thesuperficies of the earth covers nearly 200,000,000 
square miles. About one-third of this, or less than 
70,000,000 square miles, is land, the rest being 
under the ocean. Not only Tibet, which Sven Hedin 
has explored for the first time with the eyes and 
intelligence of the Buropean, but practically the 
whole great Chinese empire of more than 4,200,000 
square miles, in spite of the fact that it contains 
400,000,000 human beings, is altogether an undevel- 
oped territory from the point of view of its min- 
eral wealth, What untold millions of wealth lie in 


to the wildest flights of the imagination. 

In fact, we may extend this area and contem- 
plate the whole Asiatic continent, with approxi- 
mately 15,000,000 square — 
gion altogether undeveloped from the mineral poin 
of view and but very little developed in capacity to 
produce on its surface food, clothing and domiciles 
for the use of men.

That negroes from all parts of the 
United States, and parpticularly from 
the South, are turning to California in 
greater numbers than ever as a haven 
in which they may build homes and til) | 
the soil in peace, is the statement made 
by Rev. T. A. Mekachen of Hanford, | 
hegro missionary. 

“T and a marked increase in the ne- 
lation in California,” he said} 
yesterday. “My duties take me 
through Arizona, California, Washing- 
ton and Oregon, and I see @ good many 
the people, as I am collecting funds 
for the rebuildi of the Starr King 
Church at San neisco, which Was 
destroyed by the earthquake. I am 
also organising congregations and help- 
ing to build churches at other — 
on the Pacific Coast. 
“In many places in California 1 have 
found large numbers of good colored 
people, often enough to organize con- 
gregations, and churches will be 
erected as soon as money can be 
raised
